From that peaceful cottage she 
went on Sept. 4 to the hospital for an 
operatioin which was successful, but 
the heart couldn’t carry through and 
she slept quietly awdy.

She had been a member here for 34 
years and had held the clerkship and 
other offices, Miss Marion Keller set 
the quiet atmosphere of the service 
with Mrs. Gage’s favorite hymns at 
the organ.
